First Time 


This, in 1924, was the first 
time a man in high position in 
government had so pleaded. It 
was not an intellectual leftist, a 
Communist, a labor leader—but 
big-spending, blustering Albert 
Fall, tycoon from the West, 
whom the corrupt Republican 
“Ohio gang’”’ had caused to be 
made secretary of the interior 
for Harding. 

Senators who had served in 
that body with Fall later said 
they had accepted the valuation 
which seemed to go with the 
exterior of the man. He was a 
type unfamiliar to the Congress. 
He wore the big Western hat. I-e 
talked of prospecting and gold. 
He described himself as en 
gaged in stock raising and min- 
ing. He had a sort of Western 
glamor about him, an aura of 
ruggedness and the _ pioneer 
code. 

It was a facade. He was a 
petty little man, and he was 
fearful of incriminating himself. 

He already had done so, even 
by the time he had pleaded the 
Fifth Amendment.

Airport Here Granted $1,250,000 
By CAA for Improving Facilities

WASHINGTON, April 2—The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration today authorized $1,520,000 for Georgia airport im- 
provements, including $1,250,000 for Atlanta’s Municipal Air- 
port. 

The Atlanta authorization includes money for completion 
of the first stage of apron and concourse construction and 
work on the new administration building. 

The Georgia funds are part of a new $52,265,226 authoriza- 
tion for airport improvements across the nation. 

Next largest Georgia allocation is $87,500 for the Albany 
Municipal Airport, including money for a new administration 
building. 

The federal money, which will be available July 1, also in- 
cludes $18,900 for runways on Southern Field at Americus and 
$37,000 for an administration building and taxi ways at the 
Athens Municipal Airport. 

Brunswick will get $62,000 for land acquisition and a new 
runway at Malcolm-McKinnon Airport. Columbus is authorized 
$40,000 for runways at the Muscogee County Airport, and 
Douglas will get $24,750 for runway paving at its municipal 
airport.

“» Encouraging are signs that the rank 
and file of organized labor is beginning to 
volt against corrupt union leadership.

e board of the Teamsters Union has 

rned down the request of President 
Dave Beck to undertake a one-million- 
dollar “truth campaign” to explain 
CWarges involving some of his strange 
Uses of power. 

. It would take no Philadelphia lawyer 
to figure out who would pay the bill for 
this so-called campaign. The toll would 
come from union funds, contributed by 
union members and used in efforts to ex- 
Gnerate Beck of charges that he mishan- 
djed such funds in the past. 
~“ We hope the report is true although 
it since has been denied in a contrary re- 
port that the board gave Beck a com- 
plete “vote of confidence.” This would not 
be too surprising since its members 
would have been Beck supporters or they 
would not have been members. But opin- 
ion among the teamsters themselves—if 
if can express itself—must be opposed 
to the things the Senate committee has 
revealed. 

Thus far in the Senate investigation 
of the teamsters, the outstanding fact to 
be established is that the union’s members 
themselves have had little or no voice in 
how the organization has been run. The 
immediate reaction is to condemn them 
for it. But union rules were so manipu- 
lated as to deny them any real responsi- 
bility for running things. 

Unscrupulous leaders thus were en- 
abled to abrogate unto themselves almost 
total power. 

It is too bad that the teamster mess 
is reflecting against the entire organized 
labor movement. Within this union and in 
all others, the members themselves have 
been issued a challenge. They must end 
such dictatorial abuses unless they wish 
the weight of public opinion to join forces 
with the traditional labor-haters to 
stringently curb the union movement. 

It is obvious, though, that Congress 
must come up with legislation to aid 
union members to protect themselves. The 
case of the teamsters shows how helpless 
they can become under present laws.

Benson Should Chante 


Cotton ‘Hint’ to Action 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson has 
hinted that he may correct his faulty 
arithmetic on the cotton situation. 

If he does, it will mean higher price 
supports will be put into effect before the 
new marketing year opens Aug. 1. 

They are in order. The present 77 per 
cent of parity is based on unrealistic 
estimates. | 

The government’s forecast of 11,200,- 
000 bales for 1957 fails to allow sufficient- 
ly for the acreage that is going into the 
soil bank. In Georgia alone approxi- 
mately one-third of the 904,813 acres 
alloted for cotton will be removed from 
production under the soil bank program. 

Meanwhile, exports for the current 
fiscal year already have exceeded Ben- 
son’s estimate of six and one-half million 
bales. 

These developments demand that the 
agriculture secretary sharpen his pencil, 
arrive at some practical figures and in- 
crease price supports accordingly.

The press dispatch reads: “Reports 
from eight cities with water supplies con- 
taining fluoride indicate its ‘safety and 
effectiveness’ in the prevention of tooth 
decay, the American Dental Association 
reported today.” 

Today was March 31, 1957. 

The cities covered were Grand Rapids, 
Mich.; Newburgh, N.Y.; “Marshall, Tex.; 


Evanston, IIl.; Milan, Tenn.; Madison, 
Wis.; Maysville, Ky.; and Brantford, 
Ontario. 


The report is from 50 studies of fluori- 
dation as analyzed by Dr. Elen Hill of the 
University of Chicago. Said Dr. Hill, 
“There were no ill effects of either a 
medical or dental nature revealed by any 
of the studies.” 

But wait! We need not go afar for 
studies and afield for analysis. 

Next door to Atlanta, in DeKalb 
County, an evaluation of fluoridation after 
six years shows DeKalb children have 
noticeably better teeth than those in At- 
lanta who do not drink fluoridated water. 

That brings the benefit of fluoridation 
close to home.

The secretary, showing signs that his 
patience may have become worn slightly 
thin, has issued an ultimatum to Egypt 
to disclose within the next 24 to 48 
hours whether it is willing to enter into 
serious negotiations for operating the 
Suez Canal.

The Chattahoochee is a remarkable river 


It is not prized enough. 


As Georgia's hinterlands opened to what then passed for civilization, 
explorers and settlers from De Soto to the Vanns knew what the river 
meant. They and their immediate successors built homes and towns 


by the river because the river was 


For a century a few farsighted 
Georgians in each’ generation 
grasped the significance of the 
river but had a tough time dent- 
ing the minds of their fellow Geor- 
gians and of Congress with that 
meaning. Every forward step took 
years.

The man’s name was not Smith. 
It could have been. I'll call him 
that. He was a soldier until late 
in 1955. He had 
a back injury in 
the service, was 
treated in a 
military hospital 3 
and went home a 
feeling pretty Hey 
fair. He brought 
his wife and 
child to Atlanta. j 
He got a job. A 
second child ar- 
rived. The fam- 
ily was happy. 

Suddenly, the father’s service- 
incurred injury flared painfully, 
almost unbearably so. He could 
no longer work. Within two weeks 
the money was gone. But the pain 
wasn't. 

Smith applied for admission to 
a VA hospital, filed for compen- 
sation and went to the Red Cross 
for help. He was holding back on 
going to the hospital because he 
didn’t know how the family would 
get along without him. ma 

The man said he had filled out 
papers when he left the service, 
but he didn’t know what they were 
for and had never heard from 
them. 

Red Cross Home Service went 
to work. A call was made to VA. 

One of the papers he had filed 
was a claim for disability benefits. 

The claim had been approved 
almost simultaneously with his 
discharge. The checks had been 
sent to his former address and 
had gone back to VA marked 
“Address Unknown.”’ 

They had accumulated and were 
waiting. 

Smith went on to the hospital, 
not free yet of a pain in the back, 
but relieved now of anxiety con- 
cerning his family. 

Through Red Cross help, he had 
struck pay dirt at the time when 
luck seemed to have run out. 

This is a case history from Red 
Cross Home Service files. 

The man’s name might have 
been Smith or it might have been 
*“You”’ if you are a veteran.

The only thing that really matters about it, I suppose, is that 
the chef to the Duc de Richelieu first contrived mayonnaise for 
cold lobster 200 years ago, and named it for the city of Mahon 
in the Balearic Isles. 

“Edison and the Wright Brothers get a big hand, anni- 
versary or not;’’ writes my friend, ‘*but nobody even remembers 
the name.of the chef who had an egg and a bottle of olive oil 
and was struck by divine inspiration. 


“Edison and the Wright Brothers followed logical processes 
of thought in evolving their inventions. They were building on 
the past. But Richelieu’s chef took a wild leap into space. For 
whoever would dream that one meek little egg yolk, even beaten 
unmercifully, could be made to absorb a full pint of oll and 
get so puffed up over it that it would take a dash of tart lemon 
to bring it down to earth?” 


For at least two-thirds of its life mayonnasie was regarded 
less as a staple and more as a luxury sauce to be lovingly made 
by a prescribed ritual and served only special guests. Then it 
came to be what my friend called ‘‘an adhesive in sandwiches” 
and the stuff which coats and holds together closer than brotherly 
love all manner of improbable things like beans, marshmallows, . 
fruit, cheese, potatoes, meat, macaroni, greens, eggs, gelatin, 

nuts and pickles. 

My mayonnaise-minded friend wichee nostalgically of those 
days when the making of the stuff was a tender ceremony. 


“T have a friend in her 50s,” she wrote, “‘who says that all 
her childhood recollections of her mother’s kitchen are mixed 
up with the sound of beating. The cook was either whamming 
the beaten biscuit, walloping the oatmeal or mashed potatoes, 
hammering the steak, belaboring the cake batter or beating 
mayonnaise on a platter with a two-tined fork. 


“There was a solemn tradition in’ the family about her 
mother’s mayonnaise. It had to be made of olive oil, on a 
chilled platter, the fork had to be silver and the acid had to be 
freshly squeezed lemon. The first time, as a bride, my friend 
made mayonnaise from cottonseed oil in a bowl with an egg- 
beater and added vinegar, she felt like a traitor. Then came 
20 years during which she wouldn’t allow BOUGHT mayonnaise 
in the house. Her daughter broke the.tradition and now they 
just buy it at the supermarket, along with the grits and 
soap flakes.’’ 

That unnamed chef to the Duc de Richelieu probably rests 
just as easy in some ancient Paris cemetery. Maybe he knows 
by now that the stuff is fattening anyhow.

Mrs. Awtrey won the Lelia 
Banks DuPre Radio and TV Tro- 
phy at the Garden Club of Geor- 
gia convention in Atlanta in 1955. 
She specializes in narcissi and 
has more than 200 varieties in 
her garden at Acworth. 

In her work as conservation 
chairman for the Garden Club of 
Georgia, Mrs. Awtrey has done 
an outstanding job, and with her 
committee has done intensive 
study of the inadequacy of Geor- 
gia water laws. 

She has planned a year’s 
program for the North Georgia 
Judges Assn. In line with the 
plan for further study of speci- 
men judging Tuesday’s meeting 
featured a talk by Mrs. Fletch- 
er P. Crown on the subject.

The group meets five times a 
year. The next session is set 
for June 4 at Mrs. Awtrey’s 
home in Acworth, with a pro- 
gram slanted toward study on 
the new handbook for flower 
shows. 

‘Our fall meeting on Oct. 8 
in Athens will be an advanced 
course for flower show 
judges,”’ said Mrs. Awtrey. ‘‘At 
that time we are having all the 
student judges to meet with us.” 

Members will share Christ- 
mas ideas when they meet in 
Atlanta on Dec. 2 with Mrs. H. 
P. Whitehead. The final meet- 
ing of the present regime will 
be Feb. 4, 1958, also in At- 
lanta, when members will hear 
Jay Herring speak on ‘‘How 
and When to Plant Roses."’

He 
swings from the left side—an 
asset. 

A place will be made some- 
where for Emil Syngel, a right- 
handed hitting outfielder-in- 
fielder drafted by the Chicks 
from Albuquerque of the West- 
ern. He has been the hitting 
sensation of he camp at Mesa, 


Obviously the Chicks need 
outfielders. Portland has Gip 
Dickens, a Southern League 
all-star with the Chicks last 
season and also a short left- 
field fence and Gip may be 
needed up there. He’d be quite 
a help if he is returned. 


Joseph Hannah, 5-11, 205 who 
hit .272 at Los Angeles from the 
right side, will do the bulk 
of the catching. He should be 
a standout in the Southern. Bill 
Maley, the second string catch- 
er last year, is back and a 
third receiver is Gene Steigher, 
former University of Minnesota 
player. Klein expects to get 
another catcher from the Cubs. 
Maley, a capable boy, needs to 
work oftener than he did last 
year. 

For once the Memphis club 
can be fairly. -well assured of 
a dependable pitching staff 
before the season starts. 

Hy Cohen and Al Lary, a 
pair of right-handers, should 
be the wheelhorses. Cohen was 
11-7 with a 3.52 earned-run 
average at New Orleans last 
season and likes work. Lary, 
one of the famed Alabama 
family, was 9-14 at Tulsa but 
he’s a considerably better pitch- 
er than that. 

Harry Perkowski is a 3%4- 
year-old former major league 
left-hander who had arm trou- 
ble last season, but has pitched 
well this spring, with no sign 
of an ache. He will be a pitcher- 


coach. George Piktuzis, another 


left-hander who toiled without 
success for Tulsa, also looks 
to be on the comeback trail. 
John Buzard (18-12 at Twin 
Falis) a right-hander, has im- 
pressed Klein and so has Glen 
Hobbie, who was 8-2 at Des 
Moines. 

John Reider (106) at Des 
Moines has shown Klein a great 
deal of stuff and Gene DuPree 
(186 at Twin Falls), another 
right-hander, is being given a 
thorough trial. The Chicks have 
Don Swanson, a promising lefty 
from Des Moines on their 
roster, but he was so promising 
the Cubs promoted him to Port- 
land. He may return. 

Klein, whose team has a 1-5 
record in exhibitions in Ari- 
zona, says “I’m not fully en- 
couraged by what I’ve seen but 
we expect to be replenished be- 
fore the season opens.”’
